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Illegal Alien Controversy Continues 


A resolution, regarding the 
dispersion of illegal aliens, intro- 
duced by Placentia to the Orange 
County Division of the League of 
California Cities, was still sizzling 
this week, as a report was prepared 
to return to a vote of the league again 
on Thursday night. 

The original resolution, opposed 
unanimously by Mexican-American 
groups also filled the Placentia City 
Council chambers Tuesday. 

At a meeting of a special 
committee of the League of Cities 
Division Wednesday, members took 
no voting position but prepared a 
report to be returned to the general 
body August 14. The league is made 
up of city councilmen from Orange 


County’s cities. 


Winston Updegraff, executive 


secretary of the League said that the 
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recommendations would include 
that a task force of elected city 
officials be named to conduct a 
90-day study of the impact of illegal 
aliens in Orange County cities. 

Also to be recommended is that 
the body invite and seek input from 
all areas of expertise ‘‘in this 
complex and controversial question 
and that this task force attempt the 
development of a logical and 
effective position for the Orange 
County Division.”’ 

Updegraff said that a variety of 
options is available for action by the 
league including adopting the 
recommendation, adopting the 
original resolution or ‘‘killing the 
whole thing.”’ 

Mayor Beth Graham of La Habra, 
who was appointed chairman of the 
committee when League president, 


Orange councilman Jess Perez 
withdrew because of ‘‘deep 
involvement”’ said that she believed 
some of the cities in the league were 
not aware that they had an illegal 
alien problem until the Placentia 
resolution was brought before them. 

‘*We don’t question that Placentia 
has the problem,’’ she stated. 

No member of the Placentia City 
Council was present at the 
committee meeting, the committee 
reported but the session was 
attended by Placentia Police Lt. 
James Corrigan, who previously 
compiled a 215-page report on the 
illegal alien status in Placentia, 
which prompted the Placentia 
resolution to the League. Lt. 
Corrigan, however, has no vote. 

Tuesday night Placentia Mexican- 
American citizens filled the city 


council chambers to capacity with 
several speaking on the proposed 
resolution, which would recommend 
giving local police departments 
authority to deal with illegal alien 
problems if the federal Naturaliza- 
tion and Immigration authorities, 
whose responsibility it is, failed to 
do so. 

Russ Barrios, executive director 
of Casa Placentia, a publicly funded 
organization, stated: ‘‘There are a 
lot of dangerous things in the 
resolution. I don’t know why the 
council endorsed it. I don’t know 
what were their intentions. I only 
hope it was honorable and it was an 
honest mistake. 

“This would give any police 
department the right to stop any 
brown face on the street and demand 
proof of citizenship. I think that

Will Clear Vehicles 


A major overhaul for a number of 
Placentia streets, including repair 
and renovation, was promised this 
week with award of a contract to the 
Bay Slurzy Seal Company of 
Redwood City, California. 

The major portion of the planned 
work will consist of application of 
rejuvenating agent and repaving 
with a slurry seal compound. 

In most cases, Ben Minamide, 
City Engineer reports, work 
requires that streets be cleared of 
traffic and parked vehicles during 
daylight hours for one to three 
days. ‘‘These street closures and 
detours are necessary to expedite 
work and to prevent damage to 
private property. Every attempt will 
be made to minimize inconveniences 
to traffic and residents,’’ Minamide 
stated. 

Individual schedule notices will be 
delivered to all homes, offices, and 
businesses, which may be affected. 
The notices will specify the dates on 
which street work will be scheduled. 
Also, ‘‘No Parking’’ signs will be 


posted on streets on days 
preceeding the work. Those vehicles 


not removed on the scheduled work 
day will be towed away at the 
owners’ expense. If work _ is 
rescheduled after notices have been 
delivered, a subsequent notification 
will be distributed. 

The Bay Slurry Seal Company has 
provided a preliminary working 
schedule for informational pur- 
poses, Minamide explained. This 
schedule, does not preclude the 
individual notices mentioned above.

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Salary System Questioned 


Aone man crusade questioning 
the practice of setting Placentia City 
Halls salaries by reference to those 
in other Orange County municipali- 
ties, ended in a Placentia City 
Council split vote Tuesday night. 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Calla- 
han, presiding in the absence of 
Mayor Robert Lyons was outvoted 
three to one. 

The agenda item was for a new 
position with the city...senior 
accountant. The salary range 
recommended was from $1158.70 a 
month to a top of $1430, plus the 
city’s extensive benefit program. 

Presented to the council were 
salary ranges from 2S other Orange 
County cities, with no detailed job 


descriptions nor benefits listed. 
Mayor Callahan stated: ‘‘I don’t 
understand as to how they arrived at 
this rather generous pay scale for 
this senior accountant.”’ 
Councilman Robert Langer inter- 
jected: ‘‘The trouble with it is that 
you have to do this in order to get 
somebody who can do the job.”’ 
“*I don’t see the same reasoning,” 
Mayor Callahan continued. ‘‘These 
cities have 100,000 people or 
more...those three. I think this pay 
rate is ridiculous. I'm not prepared 
to vote in favor of the thing right now 
because I think the pay rate is out of 
whack. I don’t see the relationship 
between Anaheim, Santa Ana, 
Garden Grove and the city of 


Placentia. 

‘I think it is a bad practice. I’m 
opposed to this type of reasoning. 
I'm going to vote negative on this 
because | think it’s wrong.”’ 

Councilman George De Jesus 
disagreed: ‘“‘We need to hire a 
professional and somebody that falls 
into that category. If we want 
something that is a little better than 
average than I think we have to 
pursue it.”’ 

City Administrator Edwin Powell 
explained that the new category had 
been forwarded for an employee 
already on the city payroll and the 
action would give him a higher 
salary along with greater duties in 
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Zoning Density Again Anlissue 


The northeast tip of Placentia, 
which was annexed into the city with 
a single family home classification, 
was still in the process of dispute last 
week with at least two efforts 
underway to change the zoning. 

The area was the subject of 
controversy a year ago when 
homeowners in the section, who live 
on one-half to one and _ three- 
quarters acres properties, challeng- 
ed a high density apartment project 
under planning by the Fredericks 
Development Corporation of Ana- 
heim. 

The dispute settled around an R-3 
PUD special zoning (apartments- 
condominiums) placed on the area 
after its annexation by the Placentia 


City Council. The section is north of 
Imperial Highway, west of Rose 
Drive and north of Wabash Street. 

At stake in the controversy is the 
temper of the neighborhood for 
homes, acreages and properties 
from Placentia, Brea, Yorba Linda 
and Orange County. 

With rumors of pending litigation, 
the area was back before Placentia 
governing bodies for action this past 
week in an attempt by city staff to 
introduce an amendment to the PUD 
ordinance with respect to the 
development of condominiums. 

Controversy before had centered 
around interpretation of the law as to 
whether the R-3 PUD zoning placed 
on the area gave a developer the 


right to build at the maximum 
density of 25 units an acre (R-3) or 
limited him to the PUD, with a 
maximum of 10 units per acre. 
Interpreting the law as an option 
to the builder, Fredericks Develop- 
ment Corporation had come in with 
plans a year ago for a 270-unit 13 
acre department complex, which 
brought out speakers from as far 
away as the Brea school system. 
The most recent recommendation 
on amendment to the PUD 
ordinance before city council 
Tuesday night, was a continuation of 
action started in a meeting and study 
session of the city’s planning 
commission. The alteration had

State Assembly Bill 37 which calls 
for an election on the proposed 
Chino Hills Airport, is in the Senate 
Local Government Commettee and 
is scheduled for hearing on Monday, 
August 18th. Assemblyman John V. 
Briggs (R-Orange County) announc- 
ed today. 

‘This bill will require the Orange 
County Board of Supervisors, upon 
receipt of a proposal for construction 
of the Airport, to call an election to 
be held within a _ radius of 
seven-and-one-half miles for the 
center point of the landing and 
take-off area of the proposed 
airport.’’ Briggs explained. 

The assemblyman stated also that 
two other bills pertaining to setting 
aside non-smoking areas also are in 
the committee. 

“I am going to make every 
attempt to see that these bills are 


approved in their | respective 
committees, brought up on the 
Senate Floor and are on the 
Governor’s desk prior to the 
Legislature’s adjournment date of 
September 15th,” concluded 
Briggs. 


Fire-House 


Talks On 
With County 


Talks between city officials from 
Placentia and those from Orange 
County were in progress this week 
concerning the merger of the 
Placentia Fire Department with that 
of the county. 


The exchange of information, 
requirements by Placentia and cost 
estimates by the county followed an 
appearance at last week's city 
council meeting by Ray Rhoads, 
assistant to Ralph Diedrich, 
chairman of the Orange County 
Board of Supervisors and represen- 
tative of this district. 

‘We finally have a shopping list 
of services that Placentia wants,”’ 
Rhoads outlined. ‘‘There are still a 
lot of decisions that have to be 
made.”’ 


Several exchanges of information 
may be required before the proposal 
is ready to go before city council, it 
was estimated this week. 

Consideration of abandoning a 
local fire department follows two 
years of turmoil in the department 
which has seen such changes as 
unionization of the department, an 
eight hour day, a $15.5 million law 
suit against city officials and staff 
and a complexity of problems. 


The latest incidents have 
concerned charges of petty theft 
against four firemen and breaking of 
rules against four others concerning 
articles which have disappeared 
from three vacant public buildings. 
This was followed by a_ walk 
out-lockout of firemen, the deter- 
mination of which is still before the 
courts.

Teacher Hike Totals A Million 


A total of 265 teachers will earn 
more than $15,000 next year for ten 
months work, under the new salary 
schedule adopted last week by the 
Board of Trustees of the Placentia 
Unified School District, the board 
states. 

Maximum on the adopted salary 
schedule for the schools’ ten months 
program is $20,115 a year. 

In adopting the salary schedule, 


trustees stated that if additional 
money is available from state 
sources, SS per cent also will be 
divided among employees. 

The entire offer, exluding the 
cost-of-living stipend from the 
legislature, will cost the district tax 
payers approximately $900.000, just 
Short _ of a million dollars 
Superintendent of Schools John 
Tynes estimated. 


‘Calvary Field Delayed By Zoning 


Plans to convert an almost 
two-acre field, belonging to 
Placentia’s Calvary Church, into a 
practice facility for the city’s youth 

‘groups, had to be _ postponed 
Tuesday night when Mayor Pro Tem 
Michael Callahan pointed out that 
zoning required a use permit. 

The acreage is zoned R-2 and is 

. surrounded by R-1l, R-2, R-3, 
commercial and the church grounds. 

The delay was necessary to allow 


people in the area to speak for or 
against the use. 

Preliminary plans were for the 
church to allow the use of the ground 
with a sharing of responsibilities 
between the church, the Valencia 
Youth Athletic Club and the city’s 
recreation department. The ground 
would be used as a practice field. 

A public hearing on the property 
use will be scheduled at a later date.

Open classrooms have since their 
inception been a subject for debate 
among parents and teachers, who 
are divided as to the merit of the 
plan. The Brookhaven School has 
been in this area of controversy. 

Advocates of the open plan 
recommend it for versatility and 
team teaching and closed room 
supporters point out that children 
have difficulty hearing and concen- 
trating with large numbers of 
students in the bigger, more open 
arrangement.

Congress left for a month’s vacation without breaking the impasse which 
has left our relations with Turkey in a shambles and has seriously weakened 


NATO's southern flank. 


Despite efforts in the Senate to rescind the embargo of arms to Turkey, a 
handful of House members refused to budge and that body rejected a move 
to allow Turkey to take possession of some $185 million worth of material 
which it had purchased and paid for before the ban went into effect. 

Humiliated and angry the Turks swiftly retaliated by seizing 26 U.S. bases 
in their country including communications and intelligence-gathering 
stations vital to the North Atlantic Treaty Organization’s defense network. 

Defense Secretary James Schlesinger said the loss of the military bases 
“has the makings of an Américan tragedy,’’ and he may well be right. 

The House’s intransigence represents a defeat for Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger who, in his belief that foreign policy must be shaped far 
from the battlefield of domestic politics, seriously underestimated 


Congress’ ability to interfere. 


The problem first arose over Turkey's use of U.S. arms in its invasion of 
Cyprus last July. Feelings ran deep among U.S. citizens of Greek descent 
over the situation in the divided Mediterranean island nation. 

They lobbied hard--and effectively--for Congress to ban further arms 


shipments to the Turks. 


In the most recent vote to uphold the ban several conservative 
Republicans even joined those voting to sustain it. Apparently they were 
angered by Kissinger’s handling of detente with the Soviet Union and his 
recent critical remarks about Russian author Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn. 

When Congress returns in September a good deal of oil is going to have to 
be poured on troubled waters by the administration if the embargo problem 


isn’t solved. 


Even then, Congress may insist that a resumption of arms shipment carry 
a quid pro quo that the material not be used on Cyprus. 

Whether the Turks will be in a mood to accept any ‘‘strings’’ is a matter of 
conjecture, and whether the Greeks will trust them is also a matter of 


conjecture. 


The Cyprus issue is one where there is ‘‘so much good on either side,”’ 
that very skillful diplomacy and a dose of good faith will be needed to reduce 


the voltage level of the issue. 


Meanwhile, the Soviets aren't wasting any time in exploiting our troubles. 
The Russians have signed an economic agreement with Turkey worth about 
$600 million to the Turks, and Soviet technicians are preparing to 
demonstrate their troop-carrying attack helicopter, the MI-8. 

Along with nature, it seems the Soviets abhor a vacuum and are prepared 
to replace us as Turkey’s arms supplier. Let us hope Kissinger and Congress 
can bury the hatchet in time to prevent this.

An ambitious bicentennial effort 
by the city of Placentia was outlined 
last week as the special committee 
appointed by the city council 
disclosed plans for projects from 
special bronze coins to the 
development of a Hertiage Park. 

The park, for which specific plans 
have not yet been outlined, is 
expected to involve the property 
around the Heritage Bradford 
Home. 

High on the list of projects is the 
minting of a special medallion with 
the bicentennial seal on one side and 
the Placentia city Seal on the other. 
1976 also marks the SOth birthday of 
Placentia. 

A stamp cancellation issue would 
include the printing of 1,000 first day 
covers with a special cancellation out 


of the Placentia Post Office on 
December 2, 1976 the city’s 
birthday.

Caught between a rock 
and a hard place, members 
of the Placentia City Council 
elected Tuesday night ‘‘to 
take another hard look’’ at 


the Marcelino Guerrero 
property on Placentia 
Avenue. 


City staff is recommend- 
ing that the widening of 
Placentia Avenue be com- 
pleted along the property, 
7 feet within the existing 
right-of-way, leaving curb 
and sidewalk. 

Mr. and Mrs. Guerrero, 
owners of the property, do 
not agree with the arrange- 
ment because of garage 
entering and existing ha- 
zards, since the widening 
would cut the length of the 
driveway from 22 feet to 14 
feet, 8 inches. 

They concur, however, if 
the garage is rebuilt at city 
expense on the eastern side 
of the house on Sunset 
Drive. 

Other alternatives, point- 
ed out by staff, are to 
acquire an additional 10 feet 
of right-of-way, which 
would require purchasing 


the entire property (not 
budgeted) or to leave the 
street as it is. 

However, the _ report 
states that there are 13,000 
vehicles a day on Placentia 
Avenue, requiring four 
lanes of traffic and the 
property presents a bottle- 
neck. 

Across the street from the 
Guerrero property is the 
city of Fullerton and Spires 
Restaurant. 


Councilman George De 
Jesus stated: ‘‘I’m not 
prepared to vote on this at 
this time. I want to take 
another hard look.’’ Coun- 
cilman Jack Gomez echoed 
the sentiment: ‘‘I feel the 
same way. I want to go back 
and look one more time.”’ 


Councilman Robert Lan- 
ger: ‘‘Some future council is 
going to have to decide 
this.’’ Councilman Gomez 
added: ‘‘We’ve got to bite 
the bullet some time. I 
recommend that we post- 
pone it until the next council 
meeting.’’ The action was 
unanimous.
